cloge Ally Hreaw of Tyre. One of the first 
objects of Kiang Soromon was to obtain a 
satisfactory foothold on the Idumean pea- 
insula, where he founded th» city of Elw-h ; 
and having thus obtained command of the 
Gulf of Akaba, ha procsedsi t» build a 
fleet of sexfyoing merchant vessels, with 
the object of trading in the mors dist unt 
parts of the Erythrian Seas,—. ter.o rich 
anciently cor2red. not only the Rod Sai of 
to-day, but included th: Persian Gulf, and 
all the westero portion of the India 1 Ove tn. 
Nearly two huodre! years. later, in the 
reign of Amaziau, we find Elath still in 
possession of the kings of Judah, so that 
we may consider the k eping open of the 
trade with the Sofala Coast to lave been 
part of the tra'litional policy of the Jewish 
monarchy. The Jews in King SoLomon's 
time wete only gradually emerging from 
their nomidic condition ; they never, even 
to the end, took kindly to the sei, and 
Joromon was entirely dependent on his 
friend and neighbour Hrram for the con- 
struction and manning of the fset. On the 
other hand, Hiezam was glad of the military 
assistance of Sotomon, as also of the 
opportgaity, afforded by the ualerstanding 
of opening to Phenician commerce the 
whole of the Eastern seas, where trad; had 
hitherto been a practical monopoly in the 
hands of the inhabitants of Arabia, whether 
Nabateeans, Minwans or Sabsaas. This 
treaty bad, in fact, more far reaching con- 
uences than have been usually cre lited 
to it; and was largely instrume ital in the 
growth of Mediterrunic commerce, with its 
concomitant result tha inzreas> of political 
power in Curthage, Greece and Rome. A 
conservative estimate of the value of the 
actually extracted duriay this period 
fpgee the South African mines places it at, 
at least, seveaty five millions sterling, and of 
thjs the greater part seems to have foun | its 
way to the coasts of the Moediteresnean. 

The question : Whence came the “ Gold 
of Ophir ?”” a phrase which for long centuries 
‘was in current use, is thus easily answered. 
The origin of the phrase is not of such 
simple explanation, an-l hunlreis of con- 


trovarsies have risen over it. The Periplus 


of the Erythrian Sea spsaks of Aphir the 
metropolis of CmaprBaczL, King of the 
Homerites, and this has always been 
‘dentified with Opbir ; it seemingly occurs 
with Purny as Saphar or Sabe. Not im- 
probably we have here a reference t» the 
kingdom of Sabea, and hence even in the 
days of Davip before SoLomon’s alliance 
with the Queex of Sheba, we fia! the gild 
of Ophir already bec sme proverbial, [t is, 
however, notorioua that the lanl of the 
Sabwans never, itself, produced gold, aod 
it has always, been concluded that it was 
merely the point of distributé, the gold 
being produced in the South African lands 
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between the Zambezi and the Limpop?, aad 
that ages bafore the time of king Sotomon, 
the ancient inhabitants of Saba. made 
voyages to the Ssbi River, bat with true 
Arabian cunoniag thsy kspt the secret t9 
themselves. There is no improbability io 
the aurmise, which muy b3 aceaptel aa the 
true explanation so fir. But tha very 
indsfiniteness of the nsme Ophir seems 
to suggest that it was mot confined 
to a particular spot, and herein it is on 
a par with many other names in or about 
ancient Atabia. Where, for instanca, was 
the lani of Puat, wheocs cam» the first 
emigrants to Egypt? We find it as difficult 
of dofiuition; it has beea placed in the 
Sinaitic Peninsula, in South Arabia, io 
Somali Land, and on the Zimbazi. Who 
were the Sthiopians? Homer mikes 
Memnon their Chief, a son of Hos, the 
Dawn Goddess, and old Greek tradition 
connests them with Susiani. Heeoporos 
puts them in Abyssinia, and later authori- 
ties even further west in the land of Lyhia. 
Whera was the original Erythcia which 
gave its name to the Indian Ovean, the 
Persian Gulf and the Rad Sev? Aggran in 
his Periplus of the voyage of NEAgcaus 
would place it inthe island of Babreia ia 
the Persian Gulf, where ha says Herrueas, 
its frat king was buried. But Eeyrmeas 
here can oaly be a translation of Apa, 
the Red; an i this brings us in touch with the 
very old legend that the Punic peoples, 
whom soma would associate with Puat, 
really emigrate 1 som> five thousand yeurs 
ago from these very regions. 

Such repatitions of namss hive always 
bean common amongst migratory nations. 
The index to the Time Atlas conttins 
aweaty Yorks; Professor Keane, an 
ucknowledged authority on  aneient 
uthnology, while he talls us that Ophir was 
undoubtedly in Southera Arabia, would have 
us believe that the Land of Havilah 
where, according to the Book of Genesis, 
«there was Gold,” was situated at or 
about ‘Sofala on the east ‘coast of South 
Africa. This is very like saying that York 
+s undoubtedly in Yorkshire, but thut Ebor- 
acum must be looked for in America on tha 
banks of the Hudson River. As a fact, 
Ophir, Sapher, Sheba, Sofala and Havilah, 
and pobably many other places are one and 
the sam. True, Semitic scholars will have 
none of this, All Ssmitic roots, say they, 
are tri-literal, »nd Ophir, A. F. R., is no 
excaption ; the bones must remin, and the 
only possible variation is in the covering of 
flash and skin. This is, however, only bez- 
ging the question: Is Ophir Semitic ? There 
is no proof tha’ it is, but much presumptive 
evidence that itis at least pre-Samitic. Aud 


this brings us in contact with one of the / 


oldest of old world legends,—that of the 
Gurden of Elen. There is much presump- 
tive evidence to counect the legend with 


the uppar part of the Persian Gulf. There 


wera, at all events four rivers there ; 
Euphrates ; Hiddekel, that is Tigris; 
Gihon, the Persian Huvaspa, now the 
Kerkha, which embraces the land of Kush, 
the Greek Kissia: and finally, Pison, 
the Pasitigris of the Greeks, “ which com- 
passeth the whole land of Havilah, where 
there is gold.” We find the legend of 
Paradise duplicated in tha Zn] Avésta, 
ani in the same region, wh3ce appro- 
ptiately enough the two most ancient 
civilisstions, that of the Blond [ranians, and 
that of the “Rad,” (Adamic, Ethiopian, 
Erythrian, Idum@ia or Himyaric), Proto 
Somites first came in contact. Here 
according to the Aban Yasht, is the holy 
land of Hukairya with its precipices, ‘‘ made 
of gold,” down which tumbles the ever 


living spring, and where the fair goddess 


Ardvi-curaeanahita, Lady of In @, tha 
equivalent at dace ‘of the Babylonian Nana 
and the Hebrew Khavah, “ Mother of all 
living,” is ever present to be invoked by 
her worshippers. 

Now Hukairya in Zand, as Havilah ia 
Hebrew, have no inherent meaning: the 
two words may, however, ba accapted as 


identic ul, tha changa of guttural & to v being 
of tha comoronest: (Khwarism chinges to 


Urva, Hyrkania to “Webrkana, &c. Both 
are coanected, curiously enough, with gold; 
but gold certainly now does no: occur in 
Susiana. Ongstkeatss, however, quoted 
hy Sraaso, apeaks of the rivers of the 
acjcining province of Kerman yielding 
gold dust, and Avzau Keamant tolls of the 
soil of Jirust being gold, ani adds thet 
old was formarly founi in its duet. 
robably, then, at the beginning of human 
history, there did exist alluvial washings 
along the stream of the Karan, in the course 
of time exhausted, when other Ophirs were 
found. If weare right in placing Havilah 
or Hukairya oa the ancient Pasitigris, we 
find the name still surviving in a but 
slightly altered form. There is no doubt 
about the identity of the ancient Pasitigria 
with the modera Karun, Now actually the 
Karun compasseth the province of 
Hawiza, which although not literally 
a land of gold, is still.a rich country 
carrying on a great trade in wiisat aal 
sugar, aad exporting largely to India. Its 
capital town is Ahwaz, in which we find the 
same phonetic elements; and this is pro- 
bably the result of Chaldean intercourse. 
At all events in the Book of Dantat, and 
algo in B2exren, we find the phrase “ Gold 
of Ophir” giving way to the form “ Gold of 
Uphaz.” There is little doubt that the salf- 
gime word -is intended, but the scriba 
accustomad to the then more modera form 
of Hawiza for the older Havilah, translit, 
erated it in Chaldean fashion as Uphaz. 
According to Ktererr tha most ancient 
name of Susiana was Afarti; and Pury 
places here on the River Eulacus, the 
town of Forath, so that the chain of evidenca 
connecting original Ophir with the head of 
the Persian Gulf is fairly complete.

NATIONAL COMPACTS, ENTENTES, 
AND ALLIANCES.

The difficulty which arose with regard to 
the action of the French in Cochia-China in 
allowing the Russian wat vessels to remain 
go long upon their coast is strongly illus- 
ttrat:ve of the degree to which alliances ma 
a times, become embarrassing; and of the 
necessity of extreme reservation and caution 
in coming t) such arrangements. Like all 


agreements which extend over any length - 


of time, they necessarily depend very much 


upon the discretion and good faith of khe 


pirties to them. Where these two essentials 
are wanting, such agreements may, a8 time 
goes on, assume & Very different aspect to 
toat which they bad @t their inceptioa. If 
both parties are willing to act uot only 
with scrupulous fairness but with calm 
and~ deliberate® judgment, sach under- 
atandiogs may often prove of signal advan- 
tage; bat unfortunately this cannot be 
always relied upon, and it 1s as ap | 
necessary, at the outset, to know very we l 
with whom one is dealing in such inatters. 
It is too much to be feared from all its 
traditions—to sty nothing of acta withia 
revent memory—that the Russian Govern- 
maat is nut one upon which pradeat persons 
can care to have to lace too much reliance 
either for discretion or serapulous 

faith. In private life it is looked upon as 
ae very poor thing for anyone to presumes 
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ner anothers friendliness to ¢he extent 
of forcing him into a false position, or 
inducing him to accede to unreasonable 
demands; but such action is unfortunately 
not unheard of; and exactly the same 
prineiple applies to a friendship between 
two nations, when it takes the form of com- 
pact, entente or definitetalliance. In time 
of war, a door is opened@to call upon an 
ally to observe what is speciously called a 

friendly neutrality. A good desk 

larity, not to say absolute injustice, may 

easily be perpetrated upon this somewhat 

loose basis. Such an understanding being 

once arrived at, it is impossible exactly to 
limit the extent to which it may proceed. . 
As long as the friendliness is confined to | 
acts of a negative character, there is not 

much that can be urged against it. But it 

is apt to go very much further thao this. | 
The telescope may be placed to the blind | 
eye in a way which becomes much more 

thau purely negative action ; and in addition 

to this it may happen that demands may be 

made upon the complacency of a friendly 

neutral nation with whom the one at war 

in another quarter is on terms of alliance, 

of a kind which it would not think of 

making in any other quarter, and thus the 

unpleasant result of general friendship is 

that the nation which is most friendly is 

precisely the one that is placed in a difficult 

and dangerous position. 

Such, indeed, seems to have been the state | 
of affairs between France and Russia, and,’ 
without throwing the blame unduly upon 
the latter, there seams hardly room to 
doubt that she presumed in a most un- 
justifiable manner upon th¢ friendship 
and general alliance of france, and was 
supremely indifferent whether she involved 
that country in difficulties, if her own 
ends might be served thereby. This is 
a kind of friendship which it is somewhat 
diffieult to appreciate; aud it is @ warning 
as to the danger of alliance in general terms 
with any nation which cannot be fully relied 
upon not to abuse the position. The entente 
between. France and Russia was always 
considered to be in counection merely with 
Buropean pelitics and has not even been 
interpreted to extend to matters in the Far 
East. This position was accepted when the 
war between Russia and Japan broke out; 
and it would be absurd to expect that 
France would be willing to depart from it at 
a time when the fortunes of war had placed 
Russia ina serious plight. An endeavour 
to force France into the trouble by making 
an improper use of her shores and dragging 
her into breaches of neutrality cannot but 
be regarded as a poor return for such acts 
of legitimate friendship as she has been 
willing to accord. If the entente between 
Russia and France was such that the’latter 
was called upon to join in the war with 
Japan, she ought clearly to have been 
asked to do so at the outset and to have 
been censulted om the diplomatic steps to 
we taken and upon th® desirability or other- 
wise of going to war at all. It requires a 
person to see things with truly Russian 
eyes to imagine that any Compact can be 
construed in such a way as to throw upon 
either,side the enormous responsibility of 
entering upon a war at the mere 
bidding of the other. Such, however, is 
apparently the idea of friendship on the 

rt of Russia; like that of good King 

gwky the Fifth who loved France so much 
that he “ would not lose a village of it,” 
Russia was so much attached to her ally 
that she did not hesitate to: announce that 
she would regard it as‘ an . unfriendly 
action” if France did not continue to do 
what, upon every principle of international 
laws, was a distinct violation of neutrality.

THE CHINESE FAILURE TO 
UNITE. 
(Daily Press, 30th June). 


Ar first blush, the now-widely spreading 
mogeutat against everything American 
would seem to argue that we have all along 
been wrong iu believing that patriotism as 
Europeans understand it, is foreign to the 
Chinese nature. It has often been said, 
and.so far us we know, left uncontradicted 
hy fhe sinologues, that this cohesive quality 
was the one thing lacking to make the 
Yellow Peril a reality. Apparently there 
isa something leavening the Chinese mass 
now that makes for eohesion and unity ; 
and it is for us, as well as~for the Ameri- 
cans, to ascertain what it is. Is it pure 
patriotism that makes the Chinese merchant 
from Singapore to Tientsin refuse to buy or 
sell any more American goods, that makes 
the native Christian forsake his American 
pastor for a minister of some other nation- 
ality, and that even makes the casual coolie 
look for emp:oyment that is not remuner- 
ated with American money? Mr. Exxrorr 
I. Osaoon, M.D., of Chuchou says it is; that 
it is. “a new-born patriotism” that is 
rapidly extending a Chinese popular pre- 
judice against the American Exclusion Act 
- amongst thousands who neither intend nor 
hope to visit American shores. These are 
agitating, he says, that the privilege of 
freer entrance and transit may not be with- 
held from their more favoured brethren. 
Frankly, we do not believe it, We do not 
believe that it is patriotism at all. Patriot- 
ism is not a thing of mushroom growth, 
and Dr. Osaoop’s reference to it as “ new- 
born” is an admission that there was no 
patriotism previously observable. We 
consider that it is the old anti-foreigu 
prejudice revived in a modified and limited 
shape, and none the less strong because 
its expression has a more plausible excuse 
this time than it has bad in the past. 
Given a general prejudice like that,—and 
fewe consider that it has ever been more 
thah dormant, like the menagerie lion’s 
loathing of his trainer—and a fresh 
gtievance, it is not difficult to understand 
y there should he presented the sem- 
blanee of a united China. Dr. Oseoop 
Hinself suggests our explanation by the 
statement that “the newspapers are fol- 
lSwing the style of foreign newspapers 
and picturing the case in as lurid 
colours as possible. Consequently the 
Chinese are being aroused.” It is no -part 
of our purpose to deny that the American 
Exclusion Act ig just as much a creiture 
of prejudice as is the Chinese boycott ; and 
for it we have at present neither justification 
nor blame. The Chinese side of the question 
aloue engages our attention ; and the answer 
~ to the question mooted at the outset is of 
absorbing interest to all foreigners. For if 
this be, indeed, a nascent patriotism that is 
’ spreading throughout China, there is ample 
material for both hope and fear. It has 
been the absence of any true patriotism 
that has made foreign encroachments 80 
easy and so safe. It has been the same 
ink that has prevented the best foreign 
teachings from bearing fruit aad benefiting 
China, If it be true that virus of 
. national esprit has indeed entered the 
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sluggish blood of this people, fear must 
come to the foreigner, and the converts to 
the belief in a Yellow Peril would be many. 
With patriotism they ceuld do great things, 
and at first the foreigner within the gates 
could not hope to enjoy his present em‘nence 
in commerce, in politics, in sll things 
Chinese. Yet ag evlightenment waits on 
patriotism for the Chinese, so mops would 
wait on fear for the foreigner. The period 
of change would be uncomfortable for him, 
as the spring-cleaning is disturbing to the 
male househdlder; but afterwards there 
would be a better, nu appreciably better, 
state of things. As Chinese patriotism 
means a great spring-cleaning, the im- 
portance of the receut movement to the 
world (as well as to America) depends 
upon the extent to which it can be described 
as patriotic. We have quoted the Chuchou 
Doctor's opinion: we will now quote Mr. 
Conger, late American Minister at Peking. 
He is said to disbelieve that the American 
boyeott is on a wholesale scale. He some- 
what obscurely says it is a political, rather 
than « commercial movement. ‘ The 
Chinese were politicians befure America 
was discovered. Exclusion chiefly affects 
coolies, and Chinese werckants do not 
bother about coolies,” If they do not “bother 
about coolies,” we can dismiss their patriot- 
ism at once; but we fancy Mr. Concer is 
wroug in his premises. The ‘Chinese 
agilaters are certainly under the intpression 
that the American legislation affects more 
than coolies, Altogether, we are at'a loss to 
catch Mr. Conagr's drift. A 'political 
Chinaman must be in some degree a 
patriotic Chinaman, and both have been 
regarded as practically non-existent. But 
assuming that the alleged political side of 
the Chinaman is now showing uppermost, 
surely the movenient hostile to America is 
the more likely to be serious; and Mr. 
Conger appears to be emulating the 
apocryphal ostrich which buried its head in 
the sand to escape observation. We have 
not hitherto regarded the American boyeott 
as anything more important than a paroxysm 
of anti-foreign prejudice created by a 
sudden perception of the apparent. injustice 
of those who bad been ostentatiously posing 
as friends of China. Believing that the 
Chinese commercial instinct, that is, the 


self interest of the individual, world be too 
strong for his “new-born patriotism,” we 
did not and do not anticipate an effectual 
boycott. American trade may suffer for a 
time, perhaps even for a long time in a 
small way; but the Clhinaman’s feluctance 
to let good business go past hiny may be 
ceunted upon to nip the present “ patriotic” 
sentimentin the bud, Already there are 
traitors in the camp, What one Chinaman 
resigus, another eagerly takes up, and so it 
has always been in China. When the 
coastal Chinese were fighting tu prevent 
the landing of the foreign devil, their 
inland neighbours went about their 
business. This was not their business, 
they thought. So now there are Chinese 
who are taking up American agencies while 
their compatriots suspend business tu preach 
a crusad2 against the perfilious Yankee. 
Sendinz to such a rudely drawn picture ofa 
dagger may scare here and there an odd 
one; but it will not make for the. necessary 
unity. It will not, in a word, breed patriots 
or patriotism. The news that Chinese 
“ patriots” in Shanghai bad attacked a fellow 
countryman who persisted in having deal- 
ings with Americans sounded, for us, the 
death-knell of this ‘national move. 
ment,” inauguiated with so much palaver 
and trumpeting. It also confirmed usa in 
our disbelief of the confident assertion of 
one Chinese journal that “ China-is united 
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on the present question.” Th8 movement 
may still be sufficiently serious to scare 
America into modifying the objectionable 
legialation ; but s:me judicious diplomatic 
delay, after the manner of Chins, would, w3 
are confilent, see this great nations! move- 
ment die of inanition. As the local feeling 
that prompts the - restrictions, and the

sane people, there will not be any more 
united front in America on the subject ; aa-l 
it is impossible to ggy what will be the 
ultimate decision. ra probability, however, 
it will be as we have<suggested.

AN EXTRADITION CASE. 

The Full Court sat yesterday morning to 
hear further argument respecting the case of 
Wong Ka Cheung, whose extradition is applied 
for by the Chinese Government. The Abomey 
General (Hon. Sir H. 8. Berkeley, K.C.) an 
Mr.- H. E. Pollock, K.C., inetructed by the 
Crown Solicitor (Mr. F. B. L. Bowley), repre- 
sented the Crown, and Mr. H. N. Ferrers, 
instructed by Mr. Otto Kong Sing, appeared on 
behalf of the prisoner. 

The Attorney General stated that he appeared 
in support of a motion which the Crown was 
makiog for the discharge of a rule absolute for 
the writ of habeas corpus. At the last hearing 
the Chief Justice reserved three points. Mr. 

Ferrers had put forward that the requisition 
for the prisoner's surrender, thongh nominally 
fer an extradition crims, was in fact made 
with a view to punish him for an offence which 
was not an extradition crime. This was a bare 
assertion. The prisoner had given no evidence 
to show that the extradition was applied for in 
order to punish him for a non-extradition crime. 
The next point reserved was that the prisoner 
had not been proved guilty as required by 
Article 21 of the Treaty of Tientsin. It 
raised a very serious question with respect to 
the validity, if not of the whole of the 
Extradition Ordinance, at all events, of 
certain sections of it, and that question 
must be settled by the Court. hat 
question was the ultra vires of the legislature. 
What the words “on proof of their guilt” 
meant was no more and no, less than on produc- 
tion of evidence of guilt. The expression used 
in the Treaty was not on conclusive proof, but 
on proof of guilt; that is to say, on evidence 
of guilt, sufficient to justify a committal for 
trial, that is to say on prima facie evidence 
of guilt. Proof meant judicial proof, 
which was defined as evidence (which word 
inoludes prima facie as well as other evidence) 
conveyed in a judicial manner by judicial 
methods, og., by the testimony of a witness. 
The answer to the second subsidiary qqpstion : 
—" supposing the Magistrate to find the 
prisoner guilty is he entitled to his discharge 
because the Magistrate would have acted with- 
out authority from the Legislature and 
therefore beyond his jurisdiction,’ mus 
be answe in the negative, becauge the 
Legislature plainly authorises the Magistrate 


to commit on prima fac’e proof and there 


must have been prim. facie proof if theres 


was proof to find the prisoner guilty. It main- 
tained that the Treaty and the Ordinance 
are in harmony but if there be a conflict the 
express declaration of the Ordinance of a 
Legislature acting within its jurisdiction must 
prevail. The treaty was it may be conceded the 
ruison detre of the Ordinanoe, but it did not 
create the jurisdiction to pass an Ordinance. 
That rests in the Colonial Legi-lature, altogether 
independent of the Treaty. Hongkong was not 
a foreign country. It was an integral of 
the British empire and could not require a Treaty 
with a foreign country to give the Legisiture 
jurisdiction over persons in the Colony. 

he next point reserved was that the evidence 
given before the Magistrate did not amount to 
prima facie evidence of the prisoner's guilt 
sufficient to warrant his committal for trial as 
required by Section 10. Hon. Attorney-General 
quoted authority to show that the Court had no 
power to review the decision of s istiete on 
the question of fact where the ‘bas’ 
committed tue person to extradition. He asked 
that the rule for habeas corpus be discharged. .

Mr. H. N.. Ferrers first dealt with the 
question of whether there wes auy prima facie 
evidence or not He pointed out that the 
magistrate hai not taken the evidence of the 
Chinese official who was actually th complain- 
ant in the case, whereas the ordinance provided 
that this evidence should be. taken in every 
case 

The Judges were against Mr. Ferrers on 
this | ts and he procceeded to another: 
The ongkong Extradition Ordinance was 
ultra vires. He pointed out that by the 
treaty of Tientsin the British (overnment 
had agreed with the Chinese Imperial 
Government that they should return to Chinese 
jurisdictien only those criminals whose guilt 
had- been proved, whereas the Hongkong 
Ordinance provided for the rendition of cri- 
minals against whom merely a prima facie case 
had been mado out, and the Colonial legislature 
had no power to do this, It was true the 
magistrate had stated that he consider d 
the g@ilt of this particular prisoner proved, 
buf in so doing Mr. Hazeland had clearly 
overstepped his jurisdiction, and arrogated 
to himself the power which he did not 
possess, The jurisdiction of magistrates was 
confined to committing prisoners to trial. It 
was preposterous for him to presume that he 
could sit as judge and jury and exercise the 
power of life and death. The prisoner could 
not be extradited till his guilt had been proved, 
and in this case it was clear that his guilt had 
not been proved. Proceeding, counsel dealt 
with the point that the Chinese Government had 
an ulterior object in demanding the extradition 
of this prisoner. He pointed out that the crime 
alleged was not a particularly serious one. The 
prisoner had used no violence in the sense of 
wounding or injuring any person in the course 
of the robbery, and the proceeds of the robbery 
were of comparatively small value ; but there 
was a proclamation before the Court issued by 
an officer of the Chinese Government six months 
after the alleged robbery, putting a reward of 
$1,500 on the prisoner's head. It was, there- 
fore abundantly clear that the Chinese Govern- 
ment had something else against the prisoner 
which they did not chose to reveal. The alleged 
robbery was put forward as a pretext to secure 
his extradition.

This will provide an excellent bath 
in deeper and, what is of still greater 
importance, cleaner water than at present.

The 
cost of this much-needed improvement will be 
$800. The report of the Gymnasium Sub- 
Committee is again very disappointing. Theo 
Bar account shows a good result. I am sorry 


that the Balance Sheet for 1904 is not more 
satisfactory although on the whole things are 


not so bad as appears at first sight. Taking 
the working for the year of thy Club in all the 
various departments there is a debit balance of 
only $41.13. On the 31st December, 1904, the 
Club was $549.62 better off then when we started 
the year, this being due to the interest ou deposits. 
I am pleased to tell you that after clearing 
off the gebit balance of $997.08 in working 
account, this account showed on June 3rd a 
credit balance of $2,401.02, which does not 
include the interest on deposits, or the balance 
from bar account.

increased by near.y &00',000 tons e sug- 
gested that economy might be effected in the 
direction of the directors’ salaries, which, he 
said, amounted to about Tis. $0,000 per annum. 
or at the present rate of exchange, over £10,000 
a yea’. He daplored the fact that many of 
the company's bast employees had Ift and 
joinet rival ome-rns. Mr. Taylor said it 
was deplorable thit Shanghai's biggest in- 
dustry, aud the most important British 
interest on the Yangtsz-, should be used asa 
huge machine for St ck Exchange gambling. 

Mr. Twentyman replied to Mr. Taylor. in a 
apeeel which was several times interrupted, and 
the report and accounts having ben passed by* 
a minority of shareholders—mo+t present 
abstaining from vo'ing—tha meeting ended ; 
and the extraordinary meeting for the recon- 
struction of the company was openel. 

Mr. Twentyman made a long spesch defining 
the objects of this reconstruction, but said he 
did not wish to force it on th: shareuolders, and 

hat the directers would not care if it was not 
tassed. The resolution was put to the meeling, 
but was not carried, as the requisite majority did 
“po'. vote in favour of it.—N.-C. Datly News.

THE “SAMSON” CASE AT 
SHANGHAI. 


Bove + igi 8 as 
We extract the following from the N.-C. 


Daily News law report to show the defence ia 
the case of Pavlow v. Kristensen, It makes 
the case somewhat easier to underatand. 

Mr. Phillips said that be intended to outline 
briefly the oase for the defence. He referred 
to plaintiff's career in the British army, he 
having been anu officer in the First Royal Soots 
Regiment, and served on the staff of Lord 
Roberts during the South African war. Ward 
was & Baron of the Austrian Empire, It was 
a hereditary barony, and he was the fourth in 
succession. (Counsel then gave the reasons for 
defendant'» leaving the army and described 
his attémpts to get to the front with the 
Japanese. After failing in this obj ct defen. 
dant went to Tieutsin, where he met Colo rel 
Ogorodnikoff, Russian Military Attaché in 
Peking. It becam: known that Port Arthur 
was badly in need of medical supplies, and 
defendant and the Colones! talk:d over the 
mattér and arranged a scheme by which madical 
supplies could be gat into the fortress, Defen- 
dant came to Shanghai: with an introduction 
from the Colonel to Mr. Pavlow, and when 
they had talked over the matter ié was finally 
arranged that the scheme should proceed on 
the following lines, A Red (‘ross L ague 
supported by as many influential people as 
possible, was to be formed at home, A local 
branch was to be formed out here, and per- 
mission was to ba sought from the Japanese 
authorities to remove the 
sick from Port Arthur by means of a hospital 
ship. A small vessel, ostensibly for use as a 
Press boat was to b+ purchased und sent to 
Port Arthur to find out what medical supplies 


were needed, and then a larger hospital ship 
would be sent in with the medical supplies, 
necessiry for the successful continuance of the 
defence. Mr. Pavlow, when the details of 
the scheme were finally arranged. promissd 
defendant the sum of £20,000 for his work in 
connection therewith, a not unreasonable sum 
when it was remembered that on the success 
of this scheme depended to a large extent 
the safety of Port Arthur. The medical 
supplies were needed there more then anything 


else. Tha besieged had plenty of fool and 


ammunition, but the urgent need of medical 
supplies caused fearfal suffering among the 
wounded at Port Arthur. Counsel did not 
think hy need diseuss the importance; of the 
prolongation of the defence of Port Arthur. 
If it held ont it kept a large Japanese 
army engaged on land, aad the entire 
Japan fleet on the sea. at that time 
huge military operations were pending in 
Manohuria, and the Baltic Fleet was on its way 
ont. Ultimately Port Arthur fell earlier than 
it might have done, The result was immediate. 
General N ogi assisted Marshal Oyama with his 
army at the ba‘tle of Muk‘en. with the 
utmost effect. It was the Port Arthur 
army which crushed in the Russian right 
and jarned the defeat into a rout. The 


Japanese fl et was able to dock for necessary 
repairs ‘and then met the Baltio Fleet with 


the result all knew. Up to that time for 
eleven months the fleet had spent a wearying 
fime at sea, night and day, before Port Arthur, 
and it was a matter of absolute necessity for 
them to go into dock and refit before meeting 
the fleet which was, ow piper, so powerful. 
It was, therefore, very important, and Mr. Pay- 
low recognised it, that Port Arthur should be 
able to continue ifs defeoce. Part of the 
negotiations between Mr. Pavlow acd his 
Government had been read to the jury 
and, of course. the whole scheme was ap- 
wproved by the Ru-sian (Government and 
authorities. The amount required for the 
carrying out of the scheme was fixed, 2:.ughly, 
at Tls. 40¢,000. It was arranged that that 
sum should be at tha disposs] of Baron Ward, 
either in London, Paris, or Shanghai. Mr. 
Pavlow had himself admitted that a sum of 
T'ls. 400,000 was alluded to. Counsel then went 
into a detailed statement of how this amount 
wag made up, and described $16 purchase of 
the Samson and Mr. Benn-t Bur.eigh's -part 
in the-scheme. Burle.gh, Mr. Pavlow had 
said, was going in the interest of Ruasia, 
as a sort of counterblast to the other papers 
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which had not a favourable impression 6f the 
condition of the Port at the time. Burleigh 
was going in the interests of Russia, and the 
jury bad heard what Mr. Pavlow had said of 
him the preceding day. Whenever he had an 


opportunity of attacking Burleigh he bad done 
so. Counsel did mot know whether this was 
gratitude. It seemed to him that there was a 
reason for it, and it wag this: that Mr. Pavlow 
thonght he could show up the conduct of one 


British journalist at all events, and was anxious 
to do so. He was anxious for the whole world 


to know that Burleigh went into Port Arthur 
as a spy, and he wanted in this way to dis- 


credit British journalism. He thonght that ! 


was one of the chief reasons why the action 
was brought before the Court. Counsel 
then describd how Burleigh got tho in- 
formation required, how a sealed letter was 
handed to defendant aad personally taken to 
Mr. Pavlow by him, and how negotiations 
were then oon:luded for the purchase of the 
Edendale, aga hospitilship. Defendant would 
show that on the 8th of November he placed 
the necessary informition in Mr. Pavlow's 
hands, and that on the following day an order 
was given to Messrs. Kristensen for medical 
supplies, The scheme fell through owiag 
to Mr. Pavlow,, who was guilty of 
considerable indiscretion with regard to it 
He nsed the names of soveri] geatlamen 
who had not given permission to have their 
names used. Tha Japanese Consul here found 
this out and communicated with his Goverao- 
ment. with the result that that Government 
refused its consent to allow tha medical sup, lies 


wounded and , 


to be taken in. Counsel then dealt with tha 
guarantee given by defendaot to Messrs. 
Kristensen that the purchase would be effected. 
and plaintiff's attitude ov-r the purchase of 
the Edendale, Messrs. Kriztensen naturally 
wauted defendant t: pay the Tis. 
he had guaranteed to psy when the coa 
tract fell through. Plaintiff agreed fo pry 
the actual expenses of bringing the ship 
over, amounting to upwards of Tls. 9,6U0, and 
yave them a cheque for that amount, which he 
asked them not to cash at that time. He told 
Kristensen that he had a lucrative flour contract 
with Wladivostock, and that he would give this 
contract to Kristensen & Co. ag compensstion 
for the non-paym ‘nt of the Tis. 47,00. Kris- 
teaxen agreed to this, and it was pot until 
January that Mr. Pavlow showed his hand, said 
he had no flour contract, that he had given 
them one, and told them they might cash his 
cheque. Counsel then dealt with the barga‘n 
money handed bv plaintiff to defendunt, 
and by him to Kristense, & Co. ‘The 
godown orders for medical supplies were 


handed to plaintiff by Messrs. Kristensen ani 
Co. Mr. Pavlow deducted the amount of this 
bargain money from the cost of the medical 
supplies, and Kristensen agreed to this, 
expecting to get the flour contract promi ed 
to them. After narrating tha circumstances 
under which the Samson returned to Shanghai, 
Counsal then put his client into the witness 
bor, 

In reply to his Lordship. Mr. Phillips added 
—My defence is this: plaintiff states that he 
brings this action in his private capacity. If I 
can show that he is a represantative of the 
Russian Government it seems to me this action 
is not properly bro ight, and he will be nonsuite |. 
If I can show he is bringing it in his private 
ca;acity, them I have a set-off againsthim. He 
brings it either in his private capacity or as 
agent of the Russian Government.

SINGAPORE CHINESt: JOIN

On June 20th, r-ports the Singapore Free 
Press, there was a large gathering of Chinese 
merchants and other members of the Chinese 
community at Singapore, to d‘s uss the question 
of taking joint action with Shanghai and 
Hougkong in regard to American goods and 
the American Chinese Exclasion Act. 


The meeting was reprewntative of every 
section of Chinese trade.s, over 24) persons 
being present. 

A resolution was proposed by Mr. Chan Teow 
Nam and s conded by Mr. Tan Hoon Chew,

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that the action of the Shanghai Ohinese 
Chamber of Coinmerce in deciding to boycott 
American traiers and American goods until 
| such time as satisfactory amendment be made in 
i the laws dealing with the admission of Chinesa 


‘into ths United States be approved, and that 
| similar action be taken by the Chinese mer- 
chants in 3ingapore, 

This resolution ‘was carried imously and 
it was decided to cable the decision to Shan shai, 
and also to cable to thé’Board of Commerce, and 
the Wa wupu at Peking urging them to atreng- 
then the hands of the Chinese Minister in the 
matter. . 

Action locally will be taken at onoe, but will 
not be retrospegtive; all contracts made up to 
the present will b» carried out. bat after that 
the boycott will be continued till such time as 
alteration is made in the laws. 

Daring the course of the disctission which 
lasted some time, Mr. Yulick made a speech in 
which he midw a novel proposition. Referring 
to the Christian missionaries from Am>rica he 
said that the Chinase Christians wou d support 
their fellow crun(rymen by refusing to listen 
to American missionaries whose Christianity 
did not appear to b: practicable amongst their 
own countrymen. ‘The best m-thod would ba 
to fight shy of American missionaries and tell 
them to g» back to their own people as their 
doctrines were not acceptable. Those Christians: 
would invite English gentlemen t) b» their 
pastors, or elect their own Chinese pastors to 
coitinae the work of the Church. 

In an interview, with Mr. Wilber, United 
States Consul, next mornirg, the Free Press 
was informed ne Chi was difficult to s:y how far 


the action of the Chinese would affec: Am-rican 
trade with Sin capore. sinc - the Consular figures 
only dealt with exports. As regards the exc'u- 
sion law the Consal pointel oat that uader the

These coina did not in the boginning fetch 
theie face value, so they have had a fair start 
on the downward course of depreciation which 


can only reasonably bs expected to en! io their 

urchasing power coming down to their 
intrinsic value, vis., a fallot 50 pir cent.; when 
or before this is r ached the copper cash, the 
currency of the perple, will have disappeared 
from circulation and befo-s the indastry of the 
country can afford to adjust the big resulting 
differsnce, a parioiof bare subsistence for the 
people and great slacknes of trade will be 
experienced. 

For this reason alone it is of great importance 
to forsign-rs that the curran+y of the country 
shoald be better regulated.

THE KURIL ISLANDS. 
BP geek eas 
[WRITTEN FO THE “ DALLY PRESS." ; 
These islinds, extending from Yezo to the 
suthern -xtremity of Kimichatka, are interes- 
tiig at the presen’ tims, not only becauss they 
apptirent are the continuation north eastl - 
of th. islaads of whi:h the Japsnee Empire 
oocho os, Format and th: Philippinss fo m 
Jlong ohain, bit also becius» frm the year, 
1711 t2 1375 they formed pact of the Russian 
Empirs, having beea handed over to Japan in 
this latter year in exchange for the southern 
nart of Saghalin. From the notes of Captaiu 
H. J. Siow, F. R. G.S., we learn the following 
facts as to the history of th» occupation of thase 


Talands. 

‘hs Kucil Islinds were dic verel by De 
Vree4,a Datch navigator, in LOSE. Io 1711 
the Russitos first invaded the islinds, and io 
1736 all tho.e to the North of Yetorup (the 
largest of the group) becam3 subject to .bnssia. 
In 1733 Spaib ry, with three small viz -ls, 
examined the islanlx and wintersd in 
Kamichatka. Lo 1766-7 a voyags was made 
amonzst them t» collect a fur-tax. and in 1795 
the Rusjan-Am-:rican Comoany established a 
factory ou Urup. the island aext to the NE. 
of Yetorup. Towards th: en! of the eighte sth 
century, the J spaness established themsalves 
on Yetorup, aud in 1816-7, ths Russi tus made 
dessents on that island. In ‘Nove uber. 1839, 
the Rissian-Amaricia Company formally took 
po session of the Ku is. As before s'ated, in 
1875. a'lth» Karilsnocth of Yetorap were han le! 
over to Japan by Russia in dxchang» for the 
gouthe ‘n partof saghalia. In (884 tue Japanese 
removel the few remainins Karilsky A‘nou to 
the Island of Shik tan (48 deg. 50 m. North), 
thus leavi ig the Islands from Urap to Sham shir 
w.thout a single inhabitant.

Mr. Eduljee, in his Report, dated Hongkong, 
29th June, says:—Considerable arrivals—22,731 
bales—have taken place during the interval, but 
with a meagre stock on hand, the market was 
well able to withstand this heavy influx. A fair 
proportion cf the receipts is in fulfilu.ent of old 
contracts, and dealers are now fairly well supplied 
with almost all grades of twist, with which they 
are meeting the existing demand. New businesa 
from first hands is consequently greatly checked, 
and total settlements of the fortnight barely 
‘amount to 6,800bales. -Prices generally have ruled 
firm and the market may he termed unchanged. 
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The Bombay market is very atrone, and at the 
close higher prices are advised, which further 
enhances the laying down cost. Importers, how- 
ever, are not so 
meet buyers to a reasonable extent, but dealers 
are not now inclined to increase their holdings 
and a teinpirary check is for the moment being 
experienced ; 

Local Manufacture :-—Nothing doing; the mill 
having sold freely forward for several « onths can 
afford to hold off. 

Japanese Yarn :— With the exception of a single 
sale of 50 bales No. 168 at 3134 nothing has been 
done in these threads, the market being bare 
of stock. : 

Raw Cotton:—Indian descriptions are fairly 
active, and salea of 450 haleg superfine Bengals at 
$23 to $24, are reported.

PIECE GOODS... 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co., in their Report on 
the Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
23nd June, 1905,'states:—The pessimistic remarks 
we made last week have been ;condeuined in 
some quarters, but we see nothing to cause us 
to change our view. In fact it is rather confirmed 
by the action the leading native dealers have 
considered it necessary to take during the inter- 
val, and that is to agree on a basis on whi-h to 
uphold prices on this market. That there should 
be any occasion for such a combination against 
consumers at once shows the precarious condition 
to which the trade is coming, the only justitica- 
tion for thus interfering with the ordinary laws 
of supp'y and demand heing the possibility of tae 
regular channels of trade in the North heing 
restored in the near future. This question has 
received the attention of the local Chamber of 
Commerce, and at the last Committee Meeting 
held two days ago a sub-Committee was appointed 
to wait on the Japanese Consul-General to ask his 
assistauce in the matter. [He received the depu- 
tation this morning and promised to telegraph 
requesting that, so far as it was compatible with 
the exig neies of the Military, to remove all 
ubstructions to trade and do what they can to 
facilitate transport of goods’ into the interior. 
What good, if any, thix will effect is quiet pro- 
blematical, but in the meantime there has been a 
considerable business doing in anticipation, which 
second hand holders seem « nly tua willing to take 
advantage of. This has al o led huyers for other 
markets to operate and consequently a firmer feel- 
ing prevails at the moment. The ‘Tientsin mar- 
kets continue to operate and nore demand is being 
experienced for Corea, but Hankow is recovering 
very slowly.
